THE BEGINNER 

Experienced square dancers who 
attend beginner classes to help the 
beginner learn, are performing a 
service as well as doing a duty. 
This is both needful and apprecia¬ 
tive. 

After attending various classes 
one wonders however, if some 
dancers are not hindering, rather 
than helping the beginner. It is 
essential that the dancer stay on 
the lesson being taught. By that, 
it is meant they should show no 
more skill than the beginner. 

In staying on the lesson and on 
the same level as the student, you 
will gain the respect and friend¬ 
ship of the ones yon are helping. 
To try to show off or impress them 
with your dancing skill, will con¬ 
fuse or depress them. Many would* 
be good square dancers have been 
lost to square dancing during their 
first few lessons because of this 
one thing. _ . 

These students are very much in 
earnest and eager to learn; it is 
all new to them—so do your part 
to help—Do not twirl, buzz swing, 
two-step, mesquite limp, or any 
other fancy frills. The full atten¬ 
tion of the student should be given 
to the instructor. 

Also, let the teacher do the 


teaching. Do not offer advice or 
instructions unless asked to do 
so. If you think needful, advise 
between tips—and not in a square 
while the teacher has the floor. 
Use good judgment at all times. 

By all means, let’s do help our 
friends learn to square dance. Stay 
on the lesson with them, be toler¬ 
ant and a good sport and you can 
help the students and square danc¬ 
ing immeasurably.

With square dancing in 
charge of the square dancer* the 
Oklahoma Way has proven its way 
over and over again.

J BAR J No. 105 Caller — JOE LEWIS 

Dance Arrangement—Joe Lewis Band—Rhythm Outlaws 
Instrumental by Rhythm Outlaws — J BAR J No. JOB 

Do cl do your corner lady, see saw around your pretty 
pet 

Head two couples to the center, and you box-the-gnat 

(Opposites of course box the gnat) 

Pass on through, you travel round just one 

(The four lead dancers pass through the center 
and around their corner) 

Star by the left out in the center, it's once around you run 
(The four lead dancers come through the side 
couples to star in the center) 

Arm around your comer, take her along 
Inside out, outside in . . . 

(Insides back out, outsides forward in. Full turn 
around) 

Inside ladies roll away, a half-sashay 

All four ladies back track around the olher way 

Tum him left around and promenade around 

(She was just with him in the star) 

Who'd you get —, why you got ole Jelly Bean 

(Original comer becomes partner) 

So swing ole Jelly Bean 

(Call figure four times) 

ENDING 

Join your hands and circle lea lei's make a great big ring 
Tum to Ihe comer lady, and give that girl a swing 
Allemande left your comer, allemand© right your own 
Go back and swing that comer lady, as though she were 
your own 

Join your hands and circle left, let me see you smile 
Reverse the ring single file 

Gents reach back with your right hand and box-the-gnat 

(eGnts reach over the inside shoulder. Left 
shoulder) 

All eight star by the right and then right after that 

[Gent holds the lady's had after box the gnat 
and puts it in the center front) 

Ladies reach back for a left hand swing, and promenade 
him around the ring 

(Ladies reach over inside shoulder) 

* Who'd you get —, Why you got ole Jelly Bean 
So Swing ole Jelly Bean 

*Some groups like to answer in chorus "Jelly Bean." 
After the question; in such cases the caller might 
say — "Sure you did," or "Why who else" or 
"Course you did," before the last line. 

Gnat Allemande 

By Luke Raley, California (1955) 

Head two ladies chain to the right 
Turn 'em boys with all your might 
Now all four ladies chain across 
Tum 'em hoys and don't get lost 
New head ladies chain to the right 
Tum ’em now and hold 'em tight 
Forward eight and back that way 
Now all four couples do a half sashay 
Head two couples go forward and back 
Then pass thru across the trade 
Split the ring go around two 


DANCE ENJOYMENT 

Stand four in line like you always do 

Forward eight and hack with you 

Forward again with a right and lefl thru 

Tum 'em boys right where you're at 

Go forward again and box the gnat 

With the lady on your left do a left allemande 

Eight to your honey, right and lefl grand, 

"The Best Things In Life 
Are Free" 

Arranged by A1 Brundage, Danbury, Conn. (1955) 
Tune: Same as name 

Record: Alamar 1101-A* with calls by AL 21DI-A 
without calls. 

INTRODUCTION: 

Do sa do your comer girl. Seesaw round your taw 
Then turn your own by the left hand around — full 
around 

All four ladies chain across the hall and 
Turn and chain 'em right back home again, then 
Do sa do your comer, come home and swing 
Take and Promenade her boys and let's all sing 
Square Dancin's Fun for everyone 
The Best Things in Life are Free 
FIGURE* 

Join hands circle lefl, with everyone 
Break and swing your Comer girl around 
Four gents star left, go once around then 
Do sa do that same little girl around 
Allemande left your Comer. Weave on by your own 
Seesaw round the next one, and you come back 
home and 

Promenade round, Just you and me 
The Best Things in Life are Free 
REPEAT: Figure once more — then everyone should have 
opposite. 

MIDDLE BREAK: Same as Introduction, 

REPEAT: Figure two more times. 

ENDING: Repeat Introduction. 

NOTE: There are seven complete musical choruses on 
this record — no tags. 

Two Sue's 

Arranged by Jim York, Mill Valley, Calif. (1955) 

One and three how and swing 
Promenade jus! half the ring 
Go right and left home, feel their heft 
Whirlaway and pul 'em on your left 
Star by the right three quarters round 
Right hand couple, left hand around 
Partner now right hand around 
Sides again with a left hand around 
Heads face the middle, right hand star 
One lull turn and then pass ihni 
Do sa do the outside two 
Turn the opposite lady right hand round 
Partners left* left hand round 
Opposite lady a right hand swing 
Heads star left in the middle of the ring 
Walk along now with the pretty little thing 
Gents reach back from where you are 
Box the gnat to a right hand star
